Having decided to devote the re- 
mainder of his Ute to work for 
the insane, Walter P. Fulkerson. 
president ot the State Eleemosy- 
nary Board under Gov. Hyde and 
Gov. Baker, is working as a minor 
executive at the City Sanitarium 
on a salary of $85 a month. 

“I knew this business of hospitals 

for the insane from the top down,” 
Fulkerson said today. to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “Now I'm 
learning it from the bottom up.” 
+ Fulkerson went to work last 
June as a bus boy at the sanitarium 
at $35 a month. After two months 
he was made an attendant in a 
ward. His promotion to his pres- 
ent post-dGay supervisor for the 
men’s wards—took place about 10 
days ago. 

Fulkerson, a former bank presi- 
dent and former chairman of the 
Board of Police Commissioners at 
St. Joseph, Mo., was first appointed 
president of the eleemosynary 
board in 1923 by Gov. Hyde. Gov. 
Baker reappointed him twice. 
Fulkerson directed the eleemosy- 
nary board up to last April. His 
salary was $4000 a year. 

I formally resigned the presi- 
dency of the eleemosynary board as 
a Baker appointee when Gov. Caul- 
field took office,” Fulkerson said. 
“IT was not reappointed. * But 
meanwhile this business of looking 
after the insane had decome 
something of a hobby with me. I 
liked the work. | 

“When I retired from office 
last April. I accepted a commis- 
sion to make a survey of hospitals 
for the insane in Illinois. I was 


offered other openings when I fin- 


ished that. but I suddenly realized 
that I had become deeply interest- 
ed in the problem of intelligent 
ee of the insane. 

“IT came to St. Louis in June and 
put up at the Forest Park Hotel. 
Then I applied out here for a job. 
The only opening was for a bus- 
boy. They said: Tou wouldn't be 
interested in that.“ 1 said, ‘I'll 
take the job.“ It was just the 
thing | wanted. It would give me 
a chance to see the working of a 
great institution for the insane 
the tele- 
scope. I held my job two months 
or so and was promoted. I enjoyed 
learned a 
lot that I had never dreamed of. 

“I think myself fortunate in be- 
ing able to work under stich an 
excellent executive as Dr. Ray C. 
Fagley. the superintendent here. 
He has done excellent work. Of 
course, the institution is fearfully 
cvercrowded. But, despite this 
handicap, they are doing remark- 
able work out here. 

“I thought I was through with 
hospitals for the insane when I re- 
tired from State office. But 1 was 
wrong. Here I am back at it. I'm 
beginning to believe it’s my life 
work.” 


Convictions, 1387: 


As president of the eleemosynary 
board. Fulkerson abolished the 
practice of curbing violent cases of 
insanity with the straitjacket and 


developed State farms operated in 
conjunction with the insane asy- 
lums, allowing patients to work if 
their condition permitted. He built 
up the State herds until each pa- 
tient was able to have at least a 
pint of fresh milk daily. 

In 1921, when Fulkerson was 
president of the Buchanan County 
Bank, in St. Joseph, he made a ges- 
ture against landlords who refused 
to rent to tenanta with children. 
He put up several cottages, an- 
nouncing that whenever a new 
haby was born to a family, the 
family would receive a month's 
rent free. Fulkerson. who fk 56 
years old, is called “Colonel” by 
all his friends, having. been on the 
staff of Gov. Hyde. .

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 22.— 
A local weather condition of un- 
predicted and ‘unforeseen charac- 
teristics” was given today by a 
technical board ot inquiry ot the 
Transcontinental Air rt- 
Maddux line as the cause of the 
crash of its big passenger plane 
south of here Sunday with a loss of 
16 lives. 

Findings of the board were made 
public af:er two days of investiga- 
tion aud constituted the first for- 
mal report on variov: investiga- 
tions into the aerial disaster. 

The Coroner's i- quest to official- 
ww fix responsibility for the acci- 
dent will be held tomorrow. Avia- 
tion experts and witnesses have 
been summoned to give testimony. 

The company’s board of inquiry, 
eaded by D. W. Tomlinson, vice 
president in charge of operations, 
concluded that all the motors of 
the plane were functioning when 
the big ship struck a hillside while 
flying through stormy weather and 
caught fire after the crash. 

Text of Report by Board. 

„Based on testimony and tlhe ex- 
perfence of the members of this 
board,.“ the report said, “it is be- 
lieved the accident occurred in the 
following manner: 

“Russell (Chief Pilot Basil Rus- 
sel of the wrecked plane), after 
reaching Oceanside,» encountered 
light rain and a gradually lower- 
ing ceiling. This condition was an 
unpredicted and an unforeseen local 
storm moving in from over the 
ocean. Doubiless Russell believed 
this storm to be of small area be- 
cause nothing of the sort had been 
predicted, nor had Reed (chief 
pilot of a southbound plane with 
whom Russel] had conferred be- 
fore leaving Agua Caliente for the 
north) observed anything which 
would indicate the approach of 
such a disturbance. 

“In proof of this he kept on his 
course, gradually dropping to low- 
er flying levels. 

Tried to Turn Back. 

“After reaching a flying level of 
200 feet or less. he realized that 
conditions only were becoming 
worse, and attempted to turn left 
and return. Due to a mountain 
range on his right, he was forced 
to turn left into the face of the 
storm. In executing this turn he 
headed toward the ocean and an 
open area devoid of lights; this 
resulted in his having to make this 
turn practically blind. In turning 
he’ did not realize his proximity to 
the ground and hooked his left 
wing. 

“Examination of the crash itself 
and the surrounding terrain 
brought out the following facts: 

“A. The first point of contact 
with the ground was where the 
left wing dug. a small furrow, 
breaking off the red navigation 
light and a small piece of the wing 
tip. These parts were found at

After the death of Bryan his 
widow completed his memoirs, in 
which she wrote what constituted 
the guiding principle of her life:

We had worked 
so long and so hard. But he re- 
fused, saying, “The Lord does not

In the ensuing campaign. Bryan 
made speaking tours for Woodrow 
Wilson. Near the close of the cam- 
paign Mrs. Bryan became ill and 
at Washington underwent a serious 
operation without telling her hus- 
band, “so that he could speak 
without any anxieties.” 

At the age of 55, Mrs. Bryan took 
up the study of the pipe organ, 
getting up at 6 a. m. and driving 
five miles for her lesson. She had 
always wanted to play, she said. 
but up to then never had had the 
time. 

Mrs. Bryan’s maiden name was 
Mary Elizabeth Baird. She was born 
June 17. 1861, at Perry. III., where 
her father conducted a general 
merchandise and commission dusi- 
ness. She and Bryan first met at 
a reception at her boarding school 
at Jacksonville, III., when she was

Nearing the close of its official. 
life, the 
Commission is awaiting several re- 
ports from its engineer and spe- 
cial committees which will be con- 
sidered’ by the Commission in 
the 
Board of Aldermen. 


Some of these reports probably 
will be presented when the- Com- 
mission meets tomorrow to con- 
tinue discussion of the rapid 
transit” report submitted Jan. 9 
by its engineer, R. F. Kelker Jr. 
of Chicago. As to rapid transit, 
Kelker said, as has been told, that 
St. Louis could not now provide 
a sufficient number of riders to 
support subways or elevated lines 
at fares usually charged for such 
service. He recommended a gen- 
eral plan for location of rapid 
transit lines in the future if it is 
found they are needed. 

A committee, of which Claude 
B. Ricketts is chairman, is expected 
to report on co-ordination of street 
car and bus service which has 
been recommended by Kelker. This 
committee has asked the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. and the Peo- 
ple's Motor Bus Co, to work out 
a plan to co-ordinate their respec- 
tive services so as to improve trans- 
portation. 

Another committee whose report 
is awaited is that on ways and 
means of financing the improve- 
ments in the street railway system 
which Kelker said might be made 
at a cost of some $23,000,000. 

Downtown. Traffic Control. 

A report from Kelker is expect- 
ed at an early meeting, probably 
Jan. 30, on traffic control in the 
downtown rea, one of the steps 
in the $500,000 program which 
Kelker said could be put into ef- 
fect almost immediately and would 
afford advantages in the relief of 
congestion and speeding up of 
traffic comparable to those that 
would cost $30,000,000. to $50,0004- 
000 if obtained by construction of 
downtown subways. 


In his report Jan. 9 Kelker em- 


phasized this plan as one that 
would afford practicable. relief 
promptly at low cost. He went so 
tar as to say that its application 
to the downtown section “would 
provide accommodations for a 40 
per cent increase in traffic during 
the peak hours without causing 
more traffic congestion than existe 
at this time.” 

It is the downtown section that 
is the big problem in St. Louis to- 
day. in the view of President Kin- 
sey of the Board of Public Service, 
and Stanley Clarke, president of 
the Public Service Co. Both ex- 
pressed this view at the Jan. 9 
meeting of the Transportation 
Survey Commission when Kelker's 
rapid transit report was under dis- 
cussion. 

Referring to Kelker’s proposal! 
for superhighways and wider 
streets, Kinsey said: What is the 
use of bringing them up to the 
edge of the district if they cannot 
get through it more quickly?” 

Clarke said: “The trouble today

Rerouting Proposal. 

The rerouting plan which Kel- 
ker recommended last spring and 
about which nothing has been done 
was estimated to cost about $700,- 
000 for the entire city, and that 
part applicable to the. downtown 
section would be much less. Un- 
der the rerouitng plan Kelker said 
the number of turns made by cars 
in the downtown district would be 
reduced 47 per cent, and the time 
consumed in making turns would 
be reduced 52 per cent. 

The abolition of parking on 
Olive and Locust streets and Wash- 
ington avenue was given a trial 
during the holiday season both this 
winter and last winter. The Pub- 
lic Service Co. reported it in- 
creased the speed of cars through 
the business district 28 per cent. 
On the Olive line the time from 
Twelfth boulevard to Fourth street 
and back to Twelfth was reduced 
from 15% minutes to 12 minutes. 
Still more time would be saved 
with rerouting, elimination’ of left 
turns and adequate traffic control, 
factors which Kelker sald had 
helped to speed up traffic in Chi- 
cago. 

Another means recommended by 
Kelker for giving faster service for 
those who are willing to pay more 
than regular street car fares is the 
operation’ of de luxe express busses. 
These would take the place of un- 
regulated ‘service cars, abolition 
of which was recommended by 
Kelker.

HE st. Olat’s Lutheran Choir 

gave two programs of unaccom- 

panied choral music yesterday 
afternoon and evening at the Odeon 
before audiences.that were sur- 
prisingly large in view of the severe 
weather. The choir as usual was 
under the direction of F. Melius 
Christiansen, musical director of 
St. Olaf’s College, and as usual it 
was an almost flawless perform- 
ance both as to technique and in- 
terpretation. 

But when one goes to a per form- 
ance by this remarkable organiza- 
tion one must not expect a variety 
of mood. Such an expectation would 
be disappointed for Christiansen 
has reflected the devotional atti- 
‘tude of the Northlands not only in 
the selection of his program but 
in every stress. and rhythm of the 
chorus’ singing.

Guenther, from whom he bought 
the property for a consideration of 
$17,800, assuming mortgages for 
the difference between that 
amount and the cash paid. 
Both defendants’ denied that 
they took advantage of Kabakoff. 
Guenther explained he acquired a 
half interest with Christopher after 
Kabakoff withdrew from an origi- 
nal agreement to buy the property. 
Bubsequently Kabakoff again 


changed ‘his mind and bought the 
4+ ler’s watch.

A Teal estate agent who orig- 
mally handled the transaction 
with Kabakoff and Christopher 
told of the bulge in the wall, tes- 
tifying he knew it was there, but 
did not mention the fact to his cli- 
ents. However, it was nothing

appeared in good mental condition. 

After Kabakoff acquired title 
the Building Commissioner con- 
demned the building as unsafe.

the microscope of even low power

What is the significance of this 
name? If germs, say typhoid 
germs, ed in a fluid, were 
placed in a test tube made of un- 
glazed porcelain and the fluid were

The minute cracks between the 


filterable virus, however, will pass 
right through the walls of our fin- 
est porcelain filters, Hence the 
name ffiterabie virus. 0
